REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed invention is directed to an isolated nucleic acid molecule comprising the

sequence of SEQ ID NO:2, a vector and host cell. A search of commercial databases produced a 
reference that teaches the claimed structure with a 99.9% sequence identity because the sequence 
has three conservative substitutions (see WO 98/50555, of record). No evidence exists of a 
sequencing error or differences due to a strain differential. Thus the claimed structure and the 
cited prior art of record are viewed as different DNAs, although they are derived from the same 
gene. Therefore, the claimed invention is novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
